with the American Forcea on the 
Marae, July 2 — An entire Qerman 
regiment baa been vtrttially annihil- 
ated In the- fighting west of HIU 204. 
according to efllclal Information. 

Tbe attack by the Americans on 
the Vaux positions Was ao terriflo that 
tbay swept right through the enemy, 
lines and had their object been to 
continue tbo advance tlicy could have 
done so with tbo (greatest ease, as 
virt\ially every tbint? before IbOm bad 
bi'oM cleared. So prcat was tbo on- 
Ihnsiasm of the nien. tbe o'lUi-rs in 
some cases had to look sliarp to keep 
them from golhg beyond tbe set ob- 
jectives. 

It .Is not iinprobnl)lo that tbe fier- 
mans are planning another counter 
attack for the coming dark hour8,bui 
preparations have been mnde to meet 
them. 

A vast quantity of material, consid- 
ering the sise of tbe operation, is be- 
ing taken to the rear, but probably 
will not be tabulated for several days. 

In the flghting west of Vaux the 
AmerlcnnB' stormed several .enemy 
nests and kllU'd or cnpt»;red the occu- 
pants; then turned tbo auns the Oth- 
er way, using tlieni effectively against 
tbe enemy rear areas. 

Tlie Americans penetriled tbe ene- 
my's linos to a depth of about a kllo- 
uietor and ir-half on a total front of 
about four kilometers. .Ml day todav 
tbe troops In tbe front lino have been 
subjected to a heavy shpll fire. Tbev 
had some shelter in one patch of 
woods which they occupied, but those 
who did not enter the wood had only 
the prptection which they had pro- 
vided themselves with their entrench- 
ing tools or by taking cover in shell 
holes. From one^ crater alightly In- 
vance of' the llntf,- but on It, from a 
tpcbnical point of view, American sol- 
diers this afternoon let tholr com- 
rades know where they were when 
one of their party leani'd over the line 
of the crater and waved bis Indmet. 

The prisoners taken in the 'leriilan 
counter attack say that they marcdied 
for tbree hours as fast as I hoy could 
when word reached lln' eommandi'r 
of an enemy battalion in the rear of 
Vaux, which town is on the i ii;hl of 
the American attack. Observers re- 
ported this morning that the C.ermi.ns 
were apparently hurryinp to bring ui> 
risinforcementa t>ehlnd their lines.

■Street until they had beard from 
.Ma>s\ine. Sluirtl\ altiM" vMiid: was 
stoiiped the local pcci|ile united in 
urgiiii; niioii the railreail olhcials that 
tbey i)ave the street and space. Tbo 
matter was taken up thoroughly and 
gone Into by the railroad people and 
the local interests 'through a Joint 
committee from the^ City Council and 
the Chamber of Commerce. It was 
then taken under advisement by the 
railroad authorities and Just what 
they would do with tbo matter never 
became definitely known until yester- 
day when the word was brought to 
.Maysvllle tbat it bad boon dollnltely 
decided to pave the street and space 
Willi <()ncrele and that the contracf 
bad already boon let and work would 
iM'giii in a vi-ry shori lime. 

This win lie very news lo the 

people of .MayBVille wbo wore very 
much interested In having tliis street 
and space paved Instead of left maca- 
ilatnlzed to become muddy and spoil 
the appearance of our new depot. 

F]|om reports received by officials 
yesterday it la taken that work will 
he begun on tha -paving of the street 
at once so that it will be complethd 
hy the time the new depot is ready 
for Its formal opening which will pro- 
bably be about the first of August.

tack made by the Gei'mans today 
against the new poaltiona won the 
west of Chateau" Thierry was com- 
pletely broken up. The Aniftrlcatia 
did not Bive up a foot of Kronnd whioli 
tl'oy bad eaptured. 

There was hot flRbtliin toilay In 
front of hill 204, wbieli Is in the bands 
of the (ieriiians At .1 o'eloek this 
evening the •\inerlean artillery was 
engaged In heavily shelliim tbe posi- 
tion. 

Reports from the advanced front 
brought back through a heavy enemy 
barrage confirmed tbe earlier state, 
menta tliat tbe Americans have reach' 
ed tbelr every objective and are hold- 
ing every point Tbe total number 
of Oermana captured by - tbb Ameri- 
cana ia now eatimated to be abdut 
600, including seven oflloera.' 

The Oerma|i counter attack which 
was fiercely conducted, was launched 
against the American positions at 
o'clock this morning. It retuitod in 
the Americans further increasing 
their nninher of priosners. Virlnally 
the remainder of tlie enemy attacking 
force was annihilated.

T'pon motion of the proaecution the 
case against .Tames P. Redmond 
charged with fn'lnre to romidy with 
the orders of the stali> FIro Marshal's 
office, wbieli was set for trial before 
County .fudge II. I'. I'lirnoil in Coun- 
ty Court yesterday, was dismissed. 

It will be remembered that several 
months ago the State Fire Marshal 
ordered the old Redmond property in 
West Third street torn down as they 
declared the property to he ji ftre trap 
and dangerous to the neighboring 
property. Tbe state officials claim 
that Mr. Redmond mi|de no effort to 
comply with (their orders and they 
asked that a warrant be Issued. 

Deputy Stale Fire Marshal Kdward 
Hite. of l,exinf;ton. was In^ .\ aysville 
yesterday and had a conference with 
Mr. Itodniond in wbirlt tbey adjusted 
the dlUliielty to suit hot!; sides and 
.Mr. Iledinond aKroed that he would 
have the building torn down within a 
reasonable length df time. 

This property has been 'a bone con- 
tention for aometlme and it has once 
before 'been condemned by the city 
but no action was taken ^ when the 
owners of the property made certain 
repatra to It and put It in condition 
for occupancy. In recent years, how- 
ever, the property baa not been occu- 
pied an^ Its condition was called to 
the attention of the state authorities. 

Deputy Marshal Hlle expressed sat- 
isfaction yesterday in roaeblnK an 
agreement with Mr. liodinond without 
going .to trial with the ease that was 
pending He stated that it was not 
the desire of the State Fire .Marshai's 
oltiee to work hardships on any one 
but li was their duty to prcite<l as far 
as possible other iiroporty from lire 
Mr. Hlte Is one <if .Maysville'.s best 
boosters and yesterday he again took 
occasion to iiand the city a few bo- 
quqts. He said that this city 'has a 
splendid reputation among the fire 
Insurance companies who were all 
very anxious to hove representatives 
b6re aa this city'a record for fire was 
im enviable ' one. Mr. Hite aald.that 
most all of the heat fire insurance 
companies were now represented in 
Maysvllle.

TAX OOmOSBIONXBS 



The first state meeting' of the county tax commission^has begun 
sessions in Frankfort. This will l)e an important meeting, siiiee 
its membership will embrace those officers on whom will fail the 
duty of making nssessmenta of Kentucky property for taxation. 
Rules will lie hiid down to tlie individual members as to the proper 
method of arriving at values, and the proper way of making the 
assessment. Great good is expected to be accomplished. I'nder the 
old law there was no iiniformity of assessment among the various 
counties of the state, and the inecjualities were rarely reeitfied by 
the stale board of supervisors. 

Tlie new revenue law passel at a special session in If 17 was in- 
tended to remedy many of these inequalities. The short test of it al- 
ready iiiadi' has .juslilied its wisdom. When it beeomes thoroughly 
well understood and observed, Keiitiieky will have its taxation plan 
upon one of the most modern metlio<ls.

IntemtlBf Old TMnva 

Washington, as has been stated. Is 
four miles from Maysvllle and one 
ear older, and It looks its n^e hon- 
estly. II Is an Interesting old veteran 
among Kentucky's first villages. Hero, 
on February 2, ISOS, was born AUiei-i 
Sidney Johnson, who fell at the head 
of the Confederal!' army at Shiloh 
\prli 6, 1862. TbiMO is yet standing 
the two-story frame house in which 
the great soldier first saw the light 
more than a hundred years ago, and' 
notwithstanding Its great age It Is 
still occupied as a residence. With a 
ew days' attention of a carpenter ami 
I liberal application of a twlnt bmsb 
the old building would present a very 
liveable appearance. 

It was In Washington that- Harriett 
Bcecher Stowe wrote a portion of 
Uncle Tom's Cabin," that monu- 
mental fiction of all the ages, which 
liiflaiiieil the Ndrtliern tnliid, brought 
lohii llrown lo Harpers Ferry to an 
iKiioriiiii-.ioiis death upon the scaflold 
ami set the armies of the North and 
the South in furious battle array 
against each other. 1 have stond in 
the room In which she wrote the Ken- 
tucky chapters and imagined I could 
see that misguided, powerful-minded 
w-oman, embittered by a half knowl- 
edge of the subject on which she 
wrote, and I wondered If, had she 
known that every page pf Its story 
was to be stained with the blood of 
galUnt young men of the North and 
of the South, she would have stayed 
her hand and destroyed all that she 
had written. Perhaps not. The New 
Bnglander Is a thrifty and a gainful 
personage. 

Arross the street from the bouse 
where Gen. Johnson was born tliere 
still stands the iil.l <iiiirlliou.~e, mark 
ing the lime when Washini-.ton wai 
the county seat. Tradition has it that 
It was in front of this ol.i lions.-, now 
a private xcsiilenee. Ilial 1 iirli- Toin 
was sold and a large rock al the front 
of the door Is jiotiileil out as that upon 
which he stood when being sold. An 
this may be true; certainly there Is 
no living witness to disprove It, and 
why specnlate upon It. 

KentnckyN First Rank 
The citizens of Wnsliington w-lll 
show you an aiii-ient liiiilding In 
whli'b . it is i-lalmeil, Kent iirky'.'' tlrsl 
bank was condiieteil. lOfroris lo le arn 
the name of tills bank !Uiil iln' ilali- of 
Its or(;aiilzaliuii iiroveil futile, bill tin 
building In which the bank iliii biisi 
ness Is still standinn and Is the prop- 
erty and residence of a couple of the 
sort of colored people we used to see 
before the war, of whom so few re- 
main. The ancient owner, with the 
cAurtesy of a gentleman of the olden 
days, urged me to enter the ancient 
vault and to examine the heavy iron 
door which ertawhlle khut away from 
.those who. would break through and 
steal the golden treasures of the bank 
and Its customers. He brought out 
the ponderous key which had .turneti 
the loi k uiiil the thought came to me 
Ihat it v.iis second only In slite to the 
key of the llaHtile which Lafayette 
sent lo Gen. Washington and which 
hangs on the wall al .Mount Vernon 
today - The aged custodian showed 
me the working of the key In the lock, 
at the same time Informing me Ihat 
While thieves might break "one of 
these accommodation locks," no one 
could poastbly break his lock after he 
had twice turned the key therein. I 
take It that be mean' "combination 
looks." On leaving the building I 
slipped a obln into the hand of the 
"«ld gentlenlan In ebony" who at once 
oroaaed the .room and gave it Into the 
custody of bis wife, who I very much 
fear is 'one of these suffragettes." 

In conclusion. It should be stated 
that Mason county is one of the weal- 
thiest of the pifrely farming counties 
that lie along the Ohio River and that, 
nowhere else In or out of Kentucky 
are (here a gentler, kindlier or more 
iiospiuible people than Ito good citt-

Rome time ago a plan for the syn- 
lemaiic collection and disposal of 
garbage for .Maysvllle was suRgeated 
and the plan seemed to be a very 
workable one and a solution to a 
problem which had faced the people 
of Maysvllle for some years and seem- 
ed to have no solution except through 
the expenditure of a large sum of 
money In providing a costly system. 
This plan was that a local man 
mid undertake to collect the gar- 
bage from the homes In Maysvllle at 
least twice each week for a nominal 
charge. This charge was fixed at 
twenty-five cents a month and a com- 
mittee of bnsiiioss men anxious to get 
the city cleaned uji and lo get this 
problem of garbage coMection niid 
disijosal settled, ,'aiivassed the city le 
an altemiit to get enoii':li people t; 
amee to pay this small coM in order 
to make It profitable for the gentle- 
man who proposed to undertake the 
collection. 

Upon the present time there have 
been approximately 200 residents who 
have signed a pledge to support this 
scheme and It will take about 600 to 
make the plan profitable. Throu*:b 
the Maysvllle Chamber of Commerce 
much stress Is to be laid on this cnm 
palgn Just as soon as the Chautauqua 
and the war activities now under way 
are disposed of successfully. 

There are very few families In the 
city or Maysvllle who cannot afford to 
pay the small sum of tw-enty-flve 
cents a moiitli for this service and 
cerlaiiily there is not a family In the 
city tliat should be without the ser- 
vice if it is finally adopted as a clty- 

wiile scheme.

Washington, Jula 2 — American 
troops sent overseas numbered 1,019,- 
IIB on July 1. 

Tlila wos made known tonight by 
President Wilson, who gave to yie 
public a letter from Seoretary Baker 
. dtsoloslng a record of achievement 
which tlio president said "must cause 
universal Batlsfncflon," and which 
"will give additional zest to our na 
tlonal celebration ot the Fourth of 
July." 

The first iinitH — iion-comlinlant — 
left Aiiii'iicaii sliores on May 8, 11117 
General rorsliiiiu followoil twelve 
days later, and nt llic end of the 
month 1.71S men hiul starleil for tl>e 
battleflclds of KraBco. June saw this 
number increased by 12,201 and there- 
after khakl-colored "crusaders" from 
the western republic flowed overseas 
In. a steady stream until upwards of 
SOO.OOO had departed when the great 
German thrust began last March. 

President Wilson's determination to 
meet Oermany's supreme effort with 
the utmost of America's available man 
power to assist the desperately re- 
sisting French and British armies is 
sharply reflected in the movement of 
troops dijring the last three months. 

The March sailings of 83,811 wore 
increased In April to 117,212. May 
saw another 244,.'?45 men embark and 
last month 276,372 were sent away, 
making a total for tlie three months 
of 6:i7,'.i2!>. This. Secretary Raker's 
letter said, put the troop movement 
six months ahead of the original pro- 
grain.
